W ASHINGTON, June 29.— The house today agreed to accept a 
senate appropriation in the navy bill, allowing $1,000,000 for the en­ 
largement of the naval hospital. San Diego, Cal. 
It refused, however, to approve these appropriations: 
Puget Sound, W ash., $500,000 for pier extension, $90,000 for rifle 
range. 
Sand Point, W ash., heavier than air station, $800,000. 
I he house declined to allow the secretary of the navy to accept a 
tract of land from King county, W ashington, as an aviation base site. 
The house also refused to authorize the acquisition of land near 
Camp Kearney, Cal., for a naval lighter than air station.

Culling Poor P'oducers 
It is evident th at in order to de­ 
crease the eost of production and to 
secure a higher average egg yield, 
a continued and rigid culling is im­ 
perative. 
T rapnesting and scientific breed­ 
ing are more reliable and much more 
far reaching in results than judging 
the productive ability of fowls, etc. 
These latte®’ tests, which are visible 
or can be determ ined by handling. 
however, are fairly accurate during 
certain seasons 
of 
the year and 
therefore aid the com m ercial poul- 
trym en and farm flock ow ner in cul­ 
ling low’ producers and indicating the 
better producers. 
The general m anagem ent, use of 
electric lights, etc., w ill influence 
the tim e of ogling. 
As a general 
rule flocks should be gradually cul­ 
led beginning with the decrease of 
egg production (May and June) and 
heavily culled during July and Aug­ 
ust. 
For the selection of breeders 
to be used the follow ing season an 
additional culling can be made in 
October. 
The m ating of these b e tte r layers 
w’lth m ales out of high producing fe­ 
males that have trup-nest records 
will aid in building up the production 
of the offspring. 
Early culling re­ 
duces the feed bill. 
Cutting Pointers 
Practical culling will give the hest, 
results by using a com bination of 
tests to elim inate the poor producer 
rath er than using one test alone. 
M olting: The m oulting of a fowl 
before Septem ber first is one indica­ 
tion of a poor layer. 
I.Ate m oulting 
hens are high yearly producers. Cull 
the early m oulters in June, July and 
August. 
Pigm ent Color C hanges: W ith the 
yellow shanked varieties the am ount 
of coloring m aterial in shanks, beak, 
skin, vent, etc-, is a fairly accurate 
guide to the laying ability of differ­ 
ent fowls in the same- flock. 
The 
yellow color is w ithdraw n from the 
bodv as production 
increases and 
generally returns during the m olt 
when few eggs are laid. 
The early 
m olters of a flock w ith yellow color­ 
ing in the shanks, beak, Bkln, etc., 
after July first are culls. 
Body Capacity: L aying hens have 
Rood sized abdom en in which to di­ 
gest feed and m anufacture eggs. 
As 
production d ecreases the abdom en 
shrinks rapidly in size and is not full 
and flexible as In the producing hen. 
Pelvic Bones: Pelvic bones should 
be thin, straight and flexible. 
They 
tend to thicken on the ends as the 
hen gets older. 
The cull generally 
has pelvic bones which are thick, 
re a r together and not flexible as in 
the good layer. 
Comb and W attles: The size of the 
comb, in relation to the size for th a t 
breed, is correlated with the hen’s 
laying ability. 
The comb and w at­ 
tles of a good layer are red, full. 
and waxy. 
In the poor layer these 
arf* shriveled up and scaly. 
Pullet Marking 
The use of colored leg bands to 
identify the pullets th at are early 
m aturing and w inter egg producers 
will prove valuable during the fol­ 
lowing culling season. 
A large per­ 
centage of these early m aturing pul­ 
lets will be late m olters, one in d ica­ 
tion of h irh production, and therefore 
the tvpe to keep for layers or breed­ 
ers the following year.

M orris d esires the public to know 
th at th ere is absolu tely no dan ger of 
arsen ic poisoning from the fruit. 
“ T h e application of 
arsen ate 
of 
lead to apples and p ears h as been 
highly su ccessfu l,” said M orris, “ and 
no question h as ever been raised as 
to the u se of th is m ean s of com bat­ 
ting the pest.” 
M orris stated la st w eek th at there 1 
are two kinds of

of th ese is an acid lead, the other a 
basic lead.
